Produce Movement 


Remains Heavy 


Biggest Day Of The Season Seen 


Although total carlot equivalents for the week failed to reach 
last week's record-breaking movement for the year, the highest 
daily total record toppled Thursday when 242 carlot equivalents 


left the Glades. 


While celery shipments continue to be the volume leader, 
heavier movements of cabbage, beans and corn swelled the one- 
day total. Shipments by rail only surpassed last week by three 
cars and totaled 534. Total movement for the week was 1,096 
compared to 1,175 for the previous week. 


Rain forced a one-week or so 
delay in the bean and corn in- 
crease which was expected; 
however: the first potato move- 
ment of the spring season was 
noticed. A Duda & Sons Co-op 
Assn., dug the spuds and they 
returned $2.85 on the A sizes 
and $2.35 for B sizes of Red 
Bliss. 


The demand exceeds the sup- 
ply on yellow corn which sold 
generally at $3.25 for the best 
and $2.25-2.75 for fair quality. 
White corn moved at $3.50-3.75. 
Bean movement for the past 
week was 166 carlot equival- 
ents and returns were general- 
ly $2.75-3.25 on the best qual- 
ity. Harvester beans are in top 
demand with Valentines next in 
demand. 


Celery prices ranged from 
$1.00 on the 2-234 doz. crates 
(below packing costs) to $2.00 
for the 6s. Total equivalent 
movement was 375. Cabbage de- 
mand was slow and prices were 
$1.25-1.50, generally $1.25. 


Govd endive is in short sup- 
ply with most sales $1.25; escar- 
ole is selling for 90 cents. Rad- 
ishes, slower in demand, are 
selling at $1.00 for baskets of 
30s.

Although actual carlot move- 
ment shows a drop for the com- 
parable period last year, the 
heavier USDA equivalent fig- 
ures have been adjusted since 
the first of the year and can't 
give a true picture, according 
to Felton Pittman, Market 
News Manager at Belle Glade. 

Since Jan. 1, 1960, figures 
used to compute carlot equival- 
enis moving by truck in ratio 
to a rail car have been upped 
from four to 25%, he said. 

The total carlot equivalent 
movement since Oct. 1 (includ- 
ing a few cars that moved in 
September) is 16,815 compared 
to 19,727 last" season. 

Celery equivalents have been 
upped 24%; radishes 25 per 
cent, corn by 20% and endive 
and ‘escarole shipments 10%. 

Therefore, the comparison 
can't be accurate per se. Since 
celery has made up the bulk 
of shipments since the first of 


the year, Pittman reasons, ít 
would be more equitable in com- 
parison to say that something 


like 20% more produce that the 
16,815, moved.

Horse-Trading With Developers 


Unless the City of Belle Glade formulates a 
policy about city planning regarding planners, 
subdividers and developers, our otherwise mod- 
ern city will drop a notch in social development 
and resort to the art of friendly—or otherwise 
—horse-trading about what to do for streets, 
drainage and water lines. 

Presently, the city commission’s policy ap- 
pears to be: "The developer pays.” There is no 
clear-cut announcement of principle or policy 
as such, however. 

Each time a developer wants water lines and 
street development, he appears before the city 
council to plead his case in eloquent rhetoric 
while the council sits doodling on paper or re- 
flecting on the TV programs they might be mis- 
sing. When the speaker concludes his 45-minute 
oratory, the council, manager, and others in 
sight declare that they are regretful that they 
can do little or nothing. 

l The developer then conjures up the ghosts 
of previous councils, long-forgotten "deals" made 
with former administrations and ultimately 
threatens to take his money elsewhere to invest 
in something outside Belle Glade where the loss 
of revenue and other considerations is deeply 
felt in our city. 

While it is business-like for the present com- 
mission to abide by agreements made in good 
faith by other administrations, they are faced 
with the problems of first proving that these 
agreements existed. It's time and money wasted 
when each year a developer must horse-trade 


with a different commission to learn Haw he may 


proceed to expand our city. ~ 

Let’s not wait for white-collar scientists to 
solve our problems when the combined intelli- 
gence of our leaders can do well enough—if the 
action comes now. Let’s stop making separate 
deals and design a sensible city development pol- 
icy. À 

We suggest a three way improvement bond, 
bearing proper interest — on the high side — 
payable annually, on or before, One third of the 
cost of improvements paid by each side of street, 
with the City paying one third.

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Some Social Security Benefits Due 
Disabled Farmers In PB County Soon 


Some severely disabled far- 
mers and their families in Palm 
Beach County soon will receive 
disability benefit checks under 
the social security program for 
the first time, according to an 
announcement from R. C. Gehr- 
ken, Jr, District Manager of 
the West Palm Beach Social 
Security Office. 

To qualify for disability 
benefits, a person must (1) 
have earned 20 quarters of so- 
cial security credit out of the 
last 40 quarters before he be- 
came disabled (about 5 years 
out of the last 10 years), (2) be 
unable to engage in any furth- 
er substantial gainful activity 
because of a disability, and (3) 
have been disabled for at least 
six months with an impairment 
which is expected to continue 
indefinitely. 

Self-employed farmers came 
under social security coverage 
for the first time in 1955. There- 
fore, the earliest date those 
without prior coverage could 
have earned the 20th quarter 
was October, 1959. Since the law 
requires a six-month waiting 
period, the earliest month they 
could be entitled to benefits is 
April: 1960. The checks for 
April will be mailed about May 
3 to those who have filed an 
application and have been found 
to meet all the requirements, 
Gehrken said.
